Music awards shows and ceremonies... who 
needs ‘em?

TOO BAD JIM.

Blues music has been enjoying a revival in popularity 
lately and the South Jersey club scene is embracing this 
traditional musical style with open arms. The formation of 


"The Lobster Blues Society" and the opening of clubs like | 
"The Blue Moon" (Hammonton, N.J.) are testimony that "the © 


Blues" are alive and well and bands like TOO BAD JIM are 
ready, willing’and able to provide the proof by inviting you to 
experience their musical world. 


Steve "Sty" Staiano (lead guitar, vocals), Pat Kelly 


(bass/vocals), Mario Gervasoni (drums) and Pete Chavez 
(sax) are TOO BAD JIM and these guys are dynamic! 
Together they've got the talent, the look, the comraderie and 
most of all the attitude needed to produce some powerful 
blues even the most diligent critic couldn't possibly fault. 

I've experienced TOO BAD JIM before, at parties and bar- 
b-ques, where | was surrounded by distractions and other 
goings-on. It wasn't until | caught their recent gig at the 
Black Cat in Absecon that | realized they're as much fun to 
WATCH as well as HEAR. 


The guys started the night playing back and forth from , 


mellow, bluesy tunes to funkier, more up-beat ones which 
was pleasing the. audience while teasing them. Sty’s lead 
guitar would capture a particular part of a song, then he'd 
back off as Pat would sing lyrics, then Pete would pick up 
on his sax as Mario kept the beat. The guys kept this up, 
song after song after song, not taking time to breathe in 
between, as though they would never be able to play 
together again. Some Jimmy Reed, some James Brown. 


Buddy Guy (giving us a Pete Chavez ''treat" with some solo ; 


sax). Some B.B. King. TOO BAD JIM's "Blues" was 
capturing the audience and taking hostages. 
The energy they fired on us was relentless, and the music 


being so well-received by the audience was making this gig § 


a huge success. With Sty and Pat both being skilled and 
effective lead singers, we were able to enjoy diversity with 
the many, many songs they performed, and Pat's ability, 
especially, to sing low and sultry ("Sweet Little Angel") as 
well as loud and intense brought added variety to the music 
we were hearing. Some Louis Jordan tunes allowed Chavez 
to capture the spotlight now and then with his sax expertise. 


He held a contented grin all nite that showed through even | 


as he played. And Mario, of course, had his share of 
limelight action with his intermittent drum solos, twirling his 


sticks and pounding his skins while constantly maintaining : 


a meditative look on his face. 

The second half of their show brought us some rockin’ 
Stevie Ray Vaughn and also a couple originals (which | 
didn't catch the names of). One had a pretty appropriate 
line in it, sung by Sty: "I've got a band, it's gettin’ better 


every day." Great song. Good point. This band is blistering | 


hot. The audience was completely into TOO BAD JIM at 
this point, dancing and singing, clapping and cheering. We 
heard some Wes Montgomery ("the late-great"), more Louis 


Jordan (for some more of Chavez's "sax'-appeal), as well | __ 


as Willie Mae "Big-Mama" Thornton. 
The show was nearly finished when the guys invited local 
musician Mark Fisher (guitar) to join them, giving Sty a 
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jammin’ partner for a few more tunes. Finally, they were 
done. Or were they? Nope. Encore time. Two encores. Now 
they're done. They should have roadies to pack them up. 
After this performance, these four guys deserve to be 
treated like kings (B.B. Kings, that is!). 

TOO BAD JIM is a serious, dedicated, mature band 
worthy of many. opportunities for gigs. They are too talented 
to be denied a consistent schedule of shows, and South 


Jersey music lovers deserve every possible chance to 


experience them. They put on a hell of a show. |, for one, 
hope they continue to make music in the Blues tradition. 
Book them. You won't be sorry.

David Lee Roth once said that when you 
can't get steak, you'll settle for a can of soup. 
Well, put that soup away. The steak is here. This 
is quite simply the most complete album Yes has 
ever done. It is also the first album ever to be 
recorded without tape. Done completely on 
computer hard drive, and recorded and produced 

_ by Trevor Rabin in his home studio, the album 
features a 15-minute opus entitled "Endless 
Dream" which is simply magnificent, with rapid 
fire keyboard, drum and guitar interaction and a 
long pastoral section approaching Pink Floyd 
territory. This is real music of a scope that most 
of their contemporaries fail to understand and 
could not perform, let alone imagine and create. 
The single "The Calling" is structurally 
reminiscent of "Roundabout" but thick with 
Rabin's guitars, Tony Kaye's Hammond organ 
and those beautiful Yes harmonies. Former 
Supertramp member Roger Hodgson helped 
write the hook-laden "Walls" which draws the 
listener in and envelops the ear and mind. Other 
standout tracks include the thundering "Real 
Love." a poignant "I Am Waiting" and the 
ABWH-like "Where Will You Be." 

Talk is not an album for those with short 
attention spans, most of the tracks are long and 
challenge one to actually listen. Chris Squire.

So, just exactly who were those guys on 
Unplugged with Nirvana? Well, back when 
grunge was still known as hardcore, and was 
being invented instead of recycled, the Meat 
Puppets pioneered their unique sound, often 
labeled "psychedelic/country-punk," in L.A. 
through the eighties. 

In 1991 they released their major label debut 
"Forbidden Places" on London Records, but were 
met with their typical bad luck. Their tour of 
Australia with the Red Hot Chilli Peppers was 
cancelled after John Fruciante's breakdown, they 
were criminally 
Lollapalooza slots, and, got tangled up in a bitter 
legal battle with their former record label. They 
pressed forward, though, writing songs, touring, 
and playing several acoustic shows, and taking 
their time producing their follow-up album "Too 
High to Die" which is not only their strongest 
effort since 1987's "Huevos," but surpasses 
anything the current "alterna-rockers" could hope 
to bear in terms of depth and execution. 

Masterfully produced by Paul Leary, 
guitarist from the Butthole Surfers, "Too High to 
Die" offers an approach as vast as the Arizona 
desert from which the M.P.s sprung. "Violet 
Eyes," "Station," and especially "We Don't 
Exist" are classic, hard driving Puppets action, 
while gems like "Never to Be Found," "Flaming 
Heart," "Severed Goddess Hand," and "Roof 
With a Hole" showcase their incredible 
songwriting talent, especially the wordcraft of 
guitarist Kurt Kirkwood. The pair of acoustic 
songs, one even written by bassist brother Cris 
Kirkwood, are nothing short of amazing, 
especially "Shine." There is even a special, secret 
surprise at the end of the album, a la Beatle "Her 
Majesty" style, guaranteed to thrill the pants off 
any Puppets fan. True to form, the band has 
continued to improve its vocal harmony abilities, 
which have been a veritable "diamond in the 
rough" since the very beginning.

The Yellow Shark is a _ masterpiece 
developed by Frank Zappa which became an 
international item as well as American. To 
describe this intellectual work in just a few short 
notes is a difficult task but as the author of his 
paperback pamphlet would put it, The Yellow 
Shark is a 90-minute program of 19 works 
including a piano duet, string quintets, and small 
ballets starring the La La La Human Steps dance 
ensemble.

At first listen, this fifth offering from 
Vermont's phinest is, at once, familiar and 
vaguely obvious while remaining strangely fresh 
and definitely uncommon. This acoustic laden 
album is quite a slice of Americana, as the cover- 
art concept clearly foreshadows, blending: rock, 
soul, funk, gospel, R&B, jazz and other, 
distinctly American, musics one might not expect 
from the band about whom many first time 
listeners ask: "Are these guys from England?" 
There's definitely something phishy going on 
behind this honky-tonk exterior that suggests 
such artists as The Band, Joe Walsh, Wilson 
Picket, and The Allman Brothers (who've shared 
the stage with Phish quite a bit lately). 

"Julius" gets the album started with a bang 
featuring the Tower of Power Horns and a host 
of guest vocalists. Easily the tune I most want to 
see live, it's brilliantly paired with "Down with 
Disease" the single, and a good one at that, about 
battling illnesses of one kind or another "Axilla 
Pt. II" is a raunchy, juke-joint rocker worth 
noting while cuts like "Sample in a Jar," 
"Wolfman's Brother," and "Dog Faced Boy" 
display the band's subtleties and strong command 
of their vocal abilities. Bassist Mike Gordon's 


“tune "Scent of a Mule" takes the blues/bluegrass 


motif down paths worthy of progressive banjoist 
Bela Fleck's guest appearance and "Riker's 
Mailbox" features none other than Jonathan 
"Commander Riker" Frakes. 

Finally, make what you will of the lyrics to 
the album's closer, an extended instrumental 
reworking of "Split Open and Melt" from the 
Lawn Boy album with the mysterious a capella 
chant from the live renderings of "You Enjoy 
Myself" this past summer tacked on at the end, I 
see it as the band's way of getting it across that 
they could have easily recorded more of the 
"same old" but chose instead to explore different 
aspects of their diverse musical backgrounds.

The In Tune Showease took on a different meaning on March

Then, in the upstairs poolroom, the cameras 
began rolling by mid-afternoon, while the weekend partiers were 
still nestling in their beds, two of the three bands, Eleven Eleven 
and Tribal Scream, sat down to have an intimate chat with 
WZXL's bold and vivacious DJ, Nikki Neal. Being a fly on the 
wall could have stirred up some juicy gossip. However, the wall 
didn't hold any media bugs that chose to talk about the interviews, 
so let's just save the fun for the television. 

' Of course, the interviews were not the only creative ongoings 
one could have encountered; later all three bands, Bugzy, Eleven

Eleven and Tribal Scream, took to the stage to make their TV 
debut performances, where mistakes could truly take their toll and 
all the hard work could end in catastrophe. However, with all the 
complications that arose just two days prior to the show, the mere 
fact that the cameras were rolling and all the bands were present 
and accounted for, left hope in all of those who worked so hard to 
piece this event together. Still, the excitement level onstage, 
offstage, and behind-the-scenes was both intense and 
unpredictable. Since all three bands have their own unique styles, 
this ensemble was an interesting combination. Fortunately, the 
order was balanced quite well, with Bugzy's catchy rock tunes 
starting the night off, then on to the melodic tranquility of Eleven 
Eleven, and finishing off with the psychedelic metal sounds of 
Tnbal Scream. 

BUGZY: To get the showcase underway, Bugzy stepped up to 
the stage and fidgeted, while Nikki Neal began her introductions 
oftstage. Not realizing cameras were already rolling and not 
exactly prepared to perform, frontman, Bugsy Kennedy, upon 
realization, questioned whether it was time. Unfortunately, 
complications arose for the first few songs, leaving major gaps 
between songs, not such a great experience to recap for either the 
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Eleven-Eleven 


viewer or the band themselves. However, due to circumstances 
beyond anyone's control, the band arrived late and virtually had 
little time to set up properly. Of course, the major downfall was 
for drummer, Bob Kimmel, who is usually an incredible man on 
the skins, but when the kit keeps slipping and literally falling 
down on the drummer, something has to be done to rectify the 
predicament. Fortunately, the latter part of their set was quite 
accommodating and between Bugsy and guitarist Chris Reynolds, 
the gaps were filled with a few comical anecdotes that kept them 
semi-alive. 

Chris and Bugsy did some excellent movements with their 
fingering of their instruments, both alternating guitar solos. 
Rounding out the bunch, adding in with harmonies as well as 
talent, Frankie Gorgo mastered his keyboard and Jeff Seykot gave 
his bass some attitude. Even though Bob had problems- with the 
drumkit, his complete performance was viable and worth 
admiring. Overall, the early complications in Bugzy's set seemed 
to put a damper on their showmanship and caused a little 
turbulence in the band's tightness. Since the editing team only 
selects the best tunes, my personal favorite, "World Gone Mad," 
and "Wasted," the audiences would both be wise choices to show 
the TV viewers they are truly worth catching. 

ELEVEN ELEVEN: After Bugzy's perplexing performance 
and a little adjusting of the stage's equipment, Eleven Eleven not 
only were introduced, but since each band's individual set was for 
the taping of their very own show, they were announced as if they 
were the only ones performing. Fortunately, there were no 
technical difficulties that could prevent these guys from putting on 
a good show. Of course, with the outbreak of their new CD, "from 
red to violet....," they were already psyched and raring to go. With 
Jeff Giuliani at the helm, his portable keys in hand, Steve 
McQuaid's profound guitar playing, Rich Franchetta beating on 
the skins, and Al DeNovellis pounding bass, this foursome held 
their audience from beginning to end, winning over many 


newfound fans.

Eleven Eleven's unique style of adding melodic riffs swith ‘ 
trickling keys and Jeff's soothing emotional vocal releases, 
empowered the crowd, holding them captive in a sea of 
tranquility. Even though their pace picked up throughout their 
' entire set, they seemed to take the crowd back to the calmer 
ground, where emotions are heart-felt and reality is warm and 
welcoming. With soothing lyrics and mollifying music, these guys 
truly made their mark and I am sure glad I am not the one 
choosing the songs for their TV slot. However, if I had to choose 
one that stood out all evening, it would have to be "Song Three." 
Of course, the editing crew may feel differently because their set 
seemed to be near perfect. 

TRIBAL SCREAM: Once again, being subjected to the 
resetting of the stage, this time in its entirety, drums and all, the 
audience waited patiently to catch the last band, Tribal Scream, in 
the hot seat. Nikki Neal once again had to appear as if this was 
the only show for the night, however, after a number of attempts 
to read her monologue, Nikki ad-libbed and kind of went on her 
own, which seemed to please the eager onlookers, who grew tired 
of cheering and just wanted the music to begin. Not that Nikki's 
efforts were questioned, but it was late for a show on a Sunday 
night, especially when the weekend partiers were all fizzled out. 

However, Guy Schultz immediately grabbed the die-hards' 
attention with his melodic screaming vocals. Along with the 
driving force of skinsman Sam Emst and the pummeling bass of 
Ed Rahn, a sense of rage engulfed the crowd. However, the rage 
was intermittently transformed to passion with Josh Gest's 
psychedelic guitar riffs and many subdued cries from Gary Price's 
guitar. The combination of mideastern influenced music, an angry 
attitude towards the perils of everyday life, and Guy's eclectic 
vocal range, have fused asound that is not only uncommon, but 
has changed their entire sound to the psychedelic side. Originally 
when In Tune covered this fivesome, their emotions were a little 
more closed off; now they have risen to a higher level of 
psychological awareness and convey their feelings in a manner 
liked by many and even hated by those who are a little bit closed- 
minded themselves. Just sit back, listen to their words, especially 
in "Rageful River," "Enough," and for the complex psyche 
"Beautiful World." Formulate an opinion afterwards. 

Of course, the show must end at some point, so the crew could 
have their chance to relax and many sighs of relief were heard. 
Besides the editing team, all the work was complete; a piece of 
cake? Not hardly! It was an extremely long day for all of those 
involved. It began as a vision and soon it will be a reality. 
However, the showcase, all the fans previewed up close, will be 
cut down into just a few chosen songs, an interview, and a few 
surprises that are being kept under wraps. Songs may not be 
chosen because of too much profanity, while others will just blurp 
the profane parts out. All in all, each of the television versions 
should be quite interesting. 

In Tune Magazine, along with Threshold Productions, would 
like to extend their gratitude to all the hard workers, on and off 
stage, who helped to make this night run smoothly. Also, Joe 
Cnilley and his employees for all of their efforts. Finally, in 
addition, In Tune would like to thank all the people who came out 
to be a part of the audience. Some may even see their faces on the 
screen. 

Now that you are all aware of the new In Tune Music 
Showcase, which will air on TV-40 on a date to be announced, 
stay IN TUNE and I'll see you at the next show to be taped live on 
Friday, May 13th, at Crilley's Circle Tavern.

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TECH TALK. 


By J.D. HOWARD 








Let's talk about relationships in the entertainment 
industry. Okay, let's be more specific, the relationships 
between. sound/lighting technicians and the performers. In 
most cases on the road you must develop them very quickly, 
especially in a live situation. This relationship must be 
something special, one of trust and understanding. I believe 
there is a certain etiquette which should be followed between 
tech and artist. Now if this etiquette is followed, the result 
should be less anxiety, less pressure and a much more focused 
performance, technically and musically, which frankly is why 
everybody is there in the first place, right? The following is a 
small list of situations and remedies: 


#1. You as an artist must be comfotable in knowing what 
you want to hear in the monitors first! Now stick with that! If 
you keep changing your mind, so will he about helping you. 

#2. DO NOT worry about the house mix. Before the gig you 
must communicate to your engineers what type of sound you 
are shooting for; be specific with your suggestions. Then play 
your show! Be confident in the quality of your performance 
which will inevitably stand through any amount of sub- 
standard lighting and sound. 

#3. DO NOT say anything over a live microphone during a 
show, unless absolutely necessary. Make your house and stage 
adjustments before the gig. If you must say something, say it 
KINDLY. Don't embarrass the engineer or yourself for that 
matter. 

#4. Walking offstage with your new wireless to hear the 
house mix and then telling your engineer to make adjustments 
is rude, stupid and highly unprofessional. Save your concerns 
about the mix for in-between sets. 

#5. Keep in mind sound equipment is designed for different 
budgets. You get what you pay for in these types of 
electronics. Don't expect big, crystal clear sound from a 
couple of 12" speakers and a Peavey 800. 'Nuff said. 


Your solutions are: If YOU HIRED the engineer and get 
poor results, YOU FIRE him and find someone who can hack 
the gig. You get what you pay for. 'Nuff said. If he is a house 
engineer and you need the gig, don't piss him off, even if he 
pisses you off. They can make your life extremely difficult or 
easy if you fail to establish a good relationship; you pick. 

I know everyone has nightmare stories about techs and 
frankly you're not alone; most of them stink and should take 
up an occupation as a Radio Shack salesman. I know this 
article must sound abrasive, but I speak the truth; when the 
lights go down and you hit the stage, you no longer have 
control until after the gig. 

So it all comes down to trust and a relationship. Finding a 
good engineer is like replacing a part in your band. It's not 
easy and it takes time. If you use engineers regularly, find one 
you like and trust. You will never sound bad. Don't waste 
your energy hassling the bad engineers; their reputation will 
quickly precede them. You made the music, play it for the 
people and let it speak. 'Nuff said. 
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Nothing Ventured, 
Nothing Gained.
